“Hot Atoms” Problem 
For Experimenters 


By Howard W. Blakesice 


UPTON, N. Y., Oct. 29. 


—(AP)— One of the worst 


headaches ever encountered by scientists is how to dispose 
of “hot” radioactive atoms from atomic ovens and atomic 


generator machines. 

THEY CANNOT be blown into 
the air, they cannot be buried in 
the ground and they cannot be 
tossed into the sea. Some of them 
have lives of a century, all the time 
dangerous, and others for many 
years. A few last millions of years 

There never has been a problem 
like this. Any disposal previously 
known for wastes will leave these 
atoms to menace present and fut- 
ure generations. 

Does anyone have a suggestion 
for a good, safe burying ground 
for hot atoms? This was in effect 
the problem presented to the first 
conference in biology and medi- 
cine, held here in the Brookhaven 
National Laboratory of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, 

There was no isfactory ans- 
wer. This is not a problem today, 
for the few atoms now in scien 


tific hands are not numerous 
enough for public risk. 
BUT IN THE future day when 


atomic power is generally used, 
the wastes may amount annually to 
the terrific rays that would come 
from 10,000 tons of radium. 

Long before that, there will be 
enough of these radioactive atoms 
(isotopes) in medical, scientific

It is now commonplace to say that the 
one hope of preserving industrial peace, and 
normal conditions of life for every person, 
is that conciliation and negotiation will 
become the invariable method of approach 
toward the settlement of management-labor 
disputes. Unless this becomes the univerually 
accepted way to adjust such differences, the 
future can hold no prospect better than 
that of turmoil, confusion, interrupted pro- 
duction, and insecurity for everyone. 

It is not enough that the law requires 
these means of peaceful settlement to be 
employed. For the law can be defied, has 
in fact been defied. Back of law there will 
have to be an active and insistent public 
demand that what the law requires must 
become the established practice. There is 
no indication that pressure from the public 
was needed in the case of the railway dispute, 
but it has been needed in so many other cases 
that this settlement is almost an exception 
to the rule. ;

devastation. But the obvious fact 
is that Russia has not applied econ- 
omic but political reasoning to the 
economy of Europe. It is welding 
eastern Europe into its own econo- 
mic system as part of its plan to 
control half of Europe and more, if 
possible. Had Russia been pri- 
marily concerned with the recon- 
struction of Europe as a whole, 
and with ‘the prosperity of its 
satellites, it would have permitted 
the re-integration of the European 
economy, and out of this integration 
it would itself have received much 
greater economic benefits than it 
can hope to achieve out of the 
process of milking its satellites at 
the cost of poverty there and 
throughout the continent. 

| Russia understands this very well 
| It is quite willing to permit the re- 
integration of Europe on its own 
terms. Any European government 
| which is willing to place itself 
under the control of Moscow can 
participate in the operations of the 
Russian zone; and any govern- 
| ment which refuses to do so is 
| denounced as an enemy of Russia 
and of peace. It was for this

Editor, Bulletin—In these days 
of pre-court voluntary statements 
as a means in securing convictions, 
something more than a bill of 
rights is needed as a safeguard 
against police infringements of 
civil rights. Not only should pro- 
| Vineial legislatures and city coun- 
| cils outlaw police gestapo methods, 

but the court of final appeal should 

be moved from London to Ottawa. 
If this move were made, it would 
cost Canadians less money for ap- 
| peals, and would also act as a 
final barrier against police third 
degree ‘methods in the securing of 
convictions which happen to slide 
by the lower courts. 

On the subject’ of abolishing ap- 
peals to the Privy Council, F. R. 
Scott, professor of law, at McGill 
University, discusses in a recent 
edition of the Canadian Bar Re- 
| View the Privy Council’s decision 
| that Canada has the right to limit 
| appeals in civil cases to her own 
supreme court and thus abolish ap- 
peals to the Privy Council. He 
says, “nowhere is Canadian hesi- 
taney, timidity, and irresponsibility 
more clearly shown than in the 
matter of the;Privy Council appeal.” 
Canada, he thinks, is dragging the 
issue along, “neither believing in

What lies behind Soviet condem-

own part in it as free men. 

Easy-Going Outlook 

“The most strenuous efforts of 
their German masters,” according 
}to one American appraisal, “were 
unable to rid the Austrians of their 
most famous trait, ‘schlamp evel’'— 
}an easy-going outlook, born of the 
Austrian inability to take a serious 
view of the material difficulties of 
existence. 
| “The extraordinary resiliency of 
the Austrian character can readily 
|be seen in Austria today. In spite 
of the upheavals of the war years, 
the nation has easily slipped back 
into her previous manner of life, 
combining an easy-going noncha- 
lance, skilled workmanship, artistic 
brilliance, fertile inventiveness and 
a genius for making the best of @ 
bad situation.” 

But the Austrians emphatically 
did not like it when the Allies were 
giving their German conquerors 
more food than they.
